'Hiere may be a minority, so small 
as to be almost negligible, who are 
not yet awake to the disturbing pos­ 
sibilities that confront the nation, 
but most Americana are prepared to

to get. the same waves, but give 
them something extra 
Other de­ 
vice* are discussed, such as alloca­ 
tion of labor, amounting to a re­ 
quirement that labor on farms (and 
everywhere else) 
remain where it 
now is. Forbid any worker to go 
from one job to another unless he 
first gets an authorizing card from 
the government.

Then Mr Roosevelt suddenly call­ 
ed back from Moscow the ambassa­ 
dor there. Admiral Standby, and 
also, strangely enough, the military 
and naval attaches. 
No, Mr. Roosevelt has Just had a 
personal representative in Moscow, 
Mr Willkie, who is on his way back, 
with all the dope from Stalin, by a 
round-about route. 


E xplanation Seems Thin 


The officials here say the return 
of Admiral Standby and attaches is 
just a routine item, as is the renewal 
of the Russian agreement. 
For matters that are routine, these 
two seem exceptionally provocative. 
Offhand, you would think that the 
president is casting additional de­ 
flation upon Mr. Willkie by asking 
Admiral Standby to return, and also 
by answering Mr. Stalin s complaint 
on materiel by solidifying hi* un­ 
filled promise with a new official 
agreement. 
Beyond that, the curious situation 
gets deep and devious It seems to 
me Mr. Willkie and Mr. Stalin are 
really aiming the shafts they di­ 
rected at us, upon Mr. Churchill 
All Mr. Willkie said new and im ­ 
portant, was that the Asiatic* and 
the Near Easterners did not really 
believe we meant what we said, 
when we promised freedoms for all 
people after the war. What that 
really means is that tire British em ­ 
pire must make clear to those people 
that it does not intend to exert in 
the past-war world the empirical 
control it attempted to wield, up to 
now', in thase area? 
I do not believe anyone here has 
empirical designs on the post-war 
world. Indeed, our cnemic* have not 
even accused u» of that. 


Old Design Broken 


Furthermore, the old design of 
toe British empire has been effec­ 
tively broken up by the war. The 
clash of conflict and threat of dis­ 
aster have resulted in an apprecia­ 
tion in London, and elsewhere, that 
remote colonies are truly Indepen­ 
dent in every natural respect. They 
had to defend themselves, rather 
than relying on the mother country. 
Nevertheless, the Asiatic* and the 
Near Easterners on our side still 
have a suspicion, according to W ill­ 
kie, that when the emergency i* 
over, London will attempt to exert 
it* former will. 
As I see it, no resentment should 
be felt against him here for having 
said that. In reality, he is only open­ 
ing the way for convincing London 
assurances that the will of these 
peoples will be met. 


Prodding Harmless 


Aside from this, the only fault 
that can be found with W inkles 
statement, as I see It, is that he im ­ 
plied our military leaders and iha'e 
of the British, needed prodding to 
institute a second front. Maybe they 
do and maybe they don t. Certainly 
prodding can do no harm. 
Other than this, Mr Willkie ha* 
only offended some of toe old ladies 
by saying ‘'damn,'’ 
The next statement in thi* situa­ 
tion is up to London. 


Good Propaganda 


Look at this perplexing situation 
also from Stalin’s side. The stuff 
that has been elven out by Moscow 
is excellent domestic Russian pro­ 
paganda. It relieves Mr. Stalin of 
responsibility for what has happen­ 
ed and diverts the attention of the 
local Russian Reds from their set­ 
backs. 
Personally, I recommend that you 
consider it inexplicable diplomacy, 
arid skip it., for the present.
